Chief Tharp explained the budget reflects the dollar amount needed,
$19,878,685, by the Central Yavapai Fire District to fund its portion of the Central
Arizona Fire and Medical Authority. He brought to attention the conservative
projections for NAV increases beginning in Fiscal Year 2022. The Agency is
unsure of how COVID-19 will affect property values, and therefore have kept
projected tax rates conservative. These projections are in line with the Agency's
2016 predictions.

Chief Tharp explained that this establishes the equity for the auditor, based
upon GASB and GAAP. When CAFMA has a net loss or net surplus, equity must
be assigned back to each District. 80.26 % is not arbitrary, instead it is based on
the required contribution between the two organizations to help fund CAFMA.
